Despondent because his wife left 
him recently and filed suit for a di­ 
vorce, and desolate"and lonesome be­ 
cause his family, consisting of four 
children, had all gone, Edward Joyce, 
a well known and well-to-do farmer 
living two miles'southwest of Fair­ 
view, committed 
suicide 
yesterday 
evening 
either 
shortly 
before or 
shortly after five o’clock in the par­ 
lor of his home by first drinking a 
large quantity of strychnine and then 
shooting himself 
through the head 
with a twenty-two calibre rifle. 
That the act was 
premeditated 
there is no doubt since many asser- 
tiohs and actions of the 
dead man 
have been recalled. 
That he planned 
to make sure that he did kill himself 
is evidenced by the fact that a large 
new razor was found in his pocket. 
Evidently he 
intended to 
cut his 
throat if he found that the strych­ 
nine and rifle did not do the work. 
Joyce had been very despondent 
since his.wife left home and took her 
four children with lier. 
She departed 
one week ago last 
Thursday and 
came to the Innis boarding house in 
this city, while her husband was in 
Indianapolis on business. 
On Friday 
she filed suit for divorce in the cir­ 
cuit court. 
The case 
was to have 
been tried tomorrow morning. 
Sat­ 
urday the settlement was made be­ 
tween the husband and wife, Watson, 
Titsworth 
& 
Green 
representing! 
Joyce, and Megee & Iviplinger. Mrs. 
Joyce. 
That Joyce planned to kill himself 
yesterday evening is certain because 
he asked Enoch Hood, a neighbor, to 
call at his house about dark, evident­ 
ly so that his body would be found 
after he had killed himself. His pre­ 
text for requesting Mr. Hood to call 
was that he intended to make a visit 
and wanted Mr. Hood to feed his live 
stock while he was away. 
On account of Joyce’s peculiar ac­ 
tions and his 
strange 
assertions 
which have been more noticeable to 
his neighbors since Mrs. Joyce filed 
suit for divorce, Mr, Hood suspect­ 
ed that Joyce intended-to harm him­ 
self. 
Instead of doing as Joyce re­ 
quested and going over at d u s k lie 
started for the Joyce house shortly 
after Joyce had driven by and re­ 
quested him to come. 
Mr. Hood’s 
suspicions were increased when he 
offered 
to ride over with Joyce just 
after he made the request, but Joyce 
refused and said that he was not 
ready for him yet. 
When Enoch Hood arrived at the 
Joyce home the deed had been com­ 
mitted but Joyce was not dead yet. 
He never regained consciousness and 
died in about fifteen minutes after 
Mr. Hood arrived. 
Ile died in con­ 
vulsions which is proof enough, ac­ 
cording to Coroner Shauck of A r­ 
lington that he had taken the bottle 
of strychnine. 
The empty bottle was 
found on the table in the room where 
his body was found. 
Joyce took the deadly poison and 
then fired the rifle ball into his brain, 
it entering his forehead. 
His body 
fell across in front of the door and 
it was necessary for neighbors to 
climb in through the window. 
The 
room, and in fact the ivhole house, 
was a mess of rubbish as Mrs. Joyce 
had been away from home for almost 
two weeks and Joyce bad been living 
alone.

Brigadier General Dow Was Father of 
the Movement—Agitation For Repeal 
Was Started Because of Wholesale 
Violations of Statute. 


Prohibition in Maine is sixty years 
old. 
The recent election, in which 
the “w ets” appear to have won, al­ 
though there will be a contest iu 
the courts, was the first time in tw en­ 
ty-seven years th at lier citizens were 
called on to vote on the subject. Brig­ 
adier General Neal Dow was the father 
of the movement. It was he who in 
1851 drafted the first severely prohib­ 
itory law of the state. 
He was in the 
forefront of the fight over all succeed­ 
ing prohibition laws, which culminated 
iii the constitutional amendment of 
1884, repeal of which has just been 
voted ou. 
T hat am endm ent came up for consid­ 
eration after Maine had tried state 
wide statutory prohibition for over a 
quarter of a century. It was proposed 
by the Sixty-first legislature and sub­ 
mitted to a test vote on Sept. 8, 1884. 
It was overwhelmingly approved, 70,- 
783 persons voting for it and only 
23,811 against it. Governor Robie is­ 
sued a proclamation in regard to it on 
the following Dec. 3, and the am end­ 
m ent actually went into effect in Ja n u ­ 
ary, 1885. It prohibited the m anufac­ 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors, 
not including cider, but legalized the 
sale of liquors for medicinal and me­ 
chanical purposes and for the arts. 
The article in full reads: 
T he m anufacture of Intoxicating liquors,, 
not in cluding cider, and the sale and keep­ 
ing for sale of in toxicatin g liquors are 
and shall bo forever prohibited, except, 
how ever, t h a t the sale and keeping for 
sale of such liquors for medicinal pur­ 
poses and the arts and the sale and keep­ 
ing for sale of cider may be permitted un­ 
der su ch re g u la tio n s as th e leg islature 
m a y provide. 
T h e leg islatu re shall e n a c t law s w ith 
su itab le penalties for th e su p pressio n of 
th e m a n u fa c tu rin g , sale an d keeping for 
sal© of in to x icatin g liquors, w ith the e x ­ 
ceptions herein specified. 
This clause of the constitution was 
unquestioned for tw enty years. 
In 
15^4 Governor Cobb attem pted a strict 
enforcement of the prohibition lawr. 
When he ran for re-election his plu­ 
rality shrank from 27,000 to 7,000. 
W ith the swinging of the state this 
year from the Republican to the Dem­ 
ocratic column state leaders figured 
that perhaps a majority of the voters 
w ere uot in favor of “no license.” 
The history of prohibition in Maine 
is declared to have been m arked by 
wide violations of the law. 
Secret 
bars are said to have flourished every­ 
where. 
The mail order liquor dealers 
are said to have smuggled liquor into 
the state by trainloads, while moon­ 
shine distilleries flourished. 
Finally the legislature enacted the 
Sturgis 
law, 
authorizing 
Governor 
Cobb to appoint 
a 
commission 
to 
search homes for forbidden beverages. 
i The legislature repealed the Sturgis 
law In 1906, but Governor Cobb vetoed 
the repeal. 
Then arose the movement 
for a ream endm ent of the constitution. 
The campaign ju st closed was hard 
fought on both sides and attracted the 
attention of temperance workers nil 
over the Acor Id. 
Mrs. Lillian M. N. 
Stevens, 
national 
president 
of 
the 
W om an’s Christian Temperance union 
and herself a Portland woman, took 
charge of the fight for the prohibition 
element. 
Campaigners were enlisted 
from all over the country. 
The Inter­ 
national Prohibition association flood­ 
ed the state with literature containing 
Interviews with prominent men an i 
women gathered all over the world. 
The National Temperance society, the 
Anti-saloon league and the Good T em ­ 
plars also were active.

Electric 
Shocks 
Instead 
of 
Sprays 
Used In Washington. 
Electricity as an agency to destroy 
the codling moth and other bug pests 
Is the latest innovation introduced iu 
modern apple orcharding in the Spo­ 
kane valley. W ashington, where was 
recently made w hat is declared to have 
been the first demonstration of its 
kiud in the world. 
The test was made 
In a six-year-old orchard, and more 
than a score of second brood moths 
and m any green aphides were killed in 
a few minutes. 
The apparatus consists of a storage 
battery to charge the Incandescent 
light globes, each of six candle pow­ 
er, which are netted with fine steel 
wire, coated with copper and tin, al­ 
ternately. 
Attracted by the bright 
lights in the trees to which the globes 
nre carried at the ends of a covered 
wire, the moths fly against the net­ 
ting, complete the electric circuit and 
are killed. 
It is estimated that one battery to 
an acre of trees will keep the moths 
under control, thus eliminating the 
usual spraying and saving many dol­ 
lars annually for help and equipment.

HUS latest eruption of Mount 
Etna is considered the most 
grave in years. It has been es­ 
timated that Etna’s periods of 
activity occur at intervals of four or 
five years, as a rule, and as the last 
serious eruption was in January, 1907, 
the volcano may be said to be main­ 
taining its schedule. Although the dis­ 
turbance of 1907 was pronounced, it 
was by no means as destructive as the 
great eruption of 1892. The most de­ 
structive previous outbreaks on record 
occurred in 1169, 1669, 1693, 1792, 1879, 
18S6 and 1892. 
There was a mild outbreak in May, 
1908, and for a time the inhabitants 
along the slopes and in nearby towns 
were thrown into excitement, but Etna 
subsided after covering the country­ 
side with smoke and ashes and was 
not heard from again until March, 
1910, when at the height of the tour­ 
ist season In Sicily the crater opened. 
It is not the height so much as the tre­ 
mendous extent of the mountain th a t1 
has 
impressed 
tourists. 
Its 
base | 
spreads out almost twenty-five miles, I 
and from there to the summit it is 
almost a perfect cone. At certain sea­ 
sons the sides are covered with snow 
halfway down. 
The crater is 10,000 
feet above sea level, making Etna the 
loftiest volcano in Europe and the 
highest peak in Italy south of the 
Alps. 
Eruption of 1907. 
On De . 28, 1908, at the time of the 
Messina 
disaster, 
loud 
detonations 
were heard, and volumes of smoke 
rolled out of the crater. A panic arose 
among the people of Catania, the near­ 
est town to the volcano, blit Profes­ 
sor Iticco, director of the observatory, 
said that a great eruption was not ex­ 
pected. 
His views were confirmed by 
Frank Ferret, assistant director of tile 
royal observatory on Mount Vesuvius, 
who, after an inspection of Mount 
Etna on April 30, 1909, reported: “Tile 
.-earthquake at Messina has reduced its 
activity and for the time being bas 
taken the energy necessary to create 
an eruption. Reports that Mount Etna 
was in eruption are untrue, as there 
has been only a slight emission of va­ 
pors from the crater.” 
It was on Jan. 9, 1907, that Mount 
Etna awoke after a period of inactiv­ 
ity since the eruption of 1899. Smoke, 
ashes and flame arose from its sum­ 
mit, which was covered with snow. 
On Jan. 16, 1907, the volcano, at the 
same time that the earthquake at 
Kingston, Jamaica, occurred, became 
more active. Professor Ricco said'that 
the fire openings inside the crater, 
discovered in 1893, had increased iii 
size, but that only smoke and the re­ 
flection of fire could be seen. 
Ashes 
were thrown out, and subterranean 
detonations were heard. On May 8 of 
the same year the eruption became 
more violent. The lava flow increased, 
and the smoke was so abundant that 
the whole atmosphere as far as Cata­ 
nia was thick with it. 
There were 
severe earth shocks, and Professor 
Ricco was apprehensive of a great 
eruption.

It was a year later before the vol­ 
cano became active again. 
This time 
there were earthquakes In continuous 
shocks, and a new crater opened at a 
height of 7,000 feet. 
It ejected col­ 
umns of steam and clouds of stones 
and ashes. 
This crater became the 
source of two streams of lava, which 
followed the course taken by the lava 
in the eruption of 1819 and 1832. 
How Etna Spouts Fire. 
Describing the appearance of Etna 
in the eruption of 1908, a correspond 
ent from Taormina wrote: 
"Nothing could have looked more 
peaceful that Etna on the afternoon 
of my arrival here. 
Tile sun went 
down behind it out of a clear sky, its 
outlines becoming blacker and more 
obscure until finally swallowed up iu 
darkness. From outward signs it was 
the same sleeping beauty that it had 
been since the last eruption in 1899. 
In the morning—April 29—there was a 
change. 
The peak was enveloped in 
vapor, which it took only a few sec­ 
onds to observe was smoke, not cloud, 
but even then I did not realize that 
there was anything unusual until I no­ 
ticed the excitement of the Italians. 
“Smoke was coming from the crater 
at the summit, but by far the larger 
part\from the east side of the moun­ 
tain, a considerable way down, while 
now and then would come a rumble, 
sounding like cannon far away. Later 
in the forenoon the vapors from the 
topmost cone ceased, and the smoke 
swirled out black and menacing from 
lower down, taking the shape of a 
funnel and rolling seaward on the 
wings of a westerly wind. 
Novel Sight. 
“The sight was as novel to natives 
as to visitors and perhaps more full 
of meaning. 
All day long they kept 
stealing away from their work and 
running to the housetop* or other 
vantage points to watch the changing 
aspects on the mountain, but they 
could not tell l/y day whether the vol­ 
cano was in eruption. 
“ ‘Wait until night,’ they said. ‘Then 
if lava ii flowing out it will show red 
through the darkness.’ 
“So interest increased toward dusk. 
and as the shadows thickened word 
went around the town: ‘L’Etna fuma! 
L’Etna fuma!” True it was. The giant 
fountain, after a ten years’ truce with 
the inhabitants of its fertile and ex­ 
pansive slopes, was again belching 
forth lava from the earth’s inwards, 
though lo what extent or with what 
disaster one could only conjecture. 
"From Taormina 
it appeared 
as 
would a huge bonfire on a bill perhaps 
a mile away, which glowed red and 
yellow and now and then flared up as 
if some one had thrown on fresh brush. 
But when one considered that the 
burning patch in the darkness was not 
one but almost twenty miles away he 
realized that what he saw was a roar­ 
ing furnace and that what to his eye 
seemed gentle flickers were, in truth, 
huge masses of molten lava spouted 
many feet iii the air, the result of tre­ 
mendous convulsions iii tho depths be­ 
low.”

cide upon the abandonment of a .naval 
station at Port Arthur, iii Manchuria, 
representing an investment of many 
millions of dollars. 
This station was 
built by the Russians when they were 
in control of the Liaotung peninsula 
under a nominal lease from China. 
Even after it was shown to fail of that 
degree cf impregnability which was 
the expectation of its founders and 
fell Into the hands of the Japanese as 
nu incident of the Russo-Japanese war 
the victors did not hesitate to spend 
another great sum of money upon the 
defenses. 
But the acquisition of Korea by 
Japan has made the Port Arthur sta­ 
tion secondary in importance from a 
naval point of view. 
It was too far 
inland to be of any use in the defense 
of Korea, so the decision has been 
reached to abandon the place as a na­ 
val station aud to transfer cs much 
of the material as can be used else­ 
where to the new site selected at Chin- 
hal bay, on the coast of Korea, a posi­ 
tion that Trill command the entrance 
to the Yellow sea and the great gulf 
of rechill, as well as afford a measure 
of protection to the western coast of 
Japan and the strait of Korea. 
Great docks will be constructed at 
this place, which will be reserv ed ex­ 
clusively for naval purposes. The port 
will be closed to commerce, while Port 
Arthur will be released for the use of 
the merchant marine.

Brook’d comet, which has held the 
interest of the 
astronomical world 
for several weeks,

nearest point to the earth this even­ 
ing. 
If the sky is clear the wander­ 
er will be visible to the naked eye. It 
will be 45,000,000 miles from earth. 
That is about four times as fa r away 
from 
the 
earth 
as 
was Hailey’s 
comet, which came within a distance 
of 12,000,000 miles. 
John Candee Dean, an Indianapo­ 
lis astronomer, who has been observ­ 
ing the comet since its appearance 
about ten days ago, says it is the 
third largest comet to make its ap­ 
pearance this year. 
It is known to 
astronomers as “Comet C” and has 
caused much comment in astronomi­ 
cal circles, he says. 
“The comet may be seen any even­ 
ing after 7:30 o’clock and is visible 
for several hours, said 
Mr. 
Beam. 
“It may be found in the northwest 
heavens, near the very bright star 
Vega, which shines a little west of 
the zenith. 
If the observer will look 
along a line drawn from Vega to the 
North Star, about one third of the 
distance from Vega and 15 degrees 
west of the line, the comet 
will

visible. 
“The comet appears a s a star sur­ 
rounded by a nebula. 
No appendage 
has been visible as yet, although it is 
highly probable that it will develop a 
‘tail’ at most any time.

REVOLUTION STARES 
SPAIN IN THE FAGE 


Situation Regarded as One ol 


the Utmost Grainy. 


Madrid, Sept. 19.—The strike situa­ 
tion throughout Spain is regarded as 
one of the utmost gravity. 
Every­ 
thing here indicates that the strikes 
are but part of a concerted plan on the 
part of the labor unions to start a rev­ 
olutionary movement. 
It is now fear­ 
ed that the strikes may spread to the 
railroads. 
It is difficult, however, to 
learn the real situation in various 
parts of the kingdom, as the strictest 
censorship is being maintained by the 
government. 
It is announced that martial lav/ has 
been proclaimed at Valencia, where 
there have been serious disturbances 
and where the telegraph wires have 
been cut. The streets are occupied by 
troops. 
Delayed telegrams from Saragossa 
tell of grave trouble there. 
The civil 
guard was called out and forced to 
charge the demonstrators, who fired 
upon the guard. 
This fire was re­ 
turned and there were several volleys 
from both sides. The disturbance con 
tinned for some time, during which 
the mob cried: 
“Long live the revolt! 
tion.” 
So far as is known only one 
person was killed.

stand the effects of an internal hem­ 
orrhage which the doctors in' attend­ 
ance were unable to cope with. 
The 
dying iran suffered intense agony, dur­ 
ing which he would murmur frequent­ 
ly: 
“Death—death is creeping on.” 
The Jews are leaving Kiev in large 
numbers in the fear of anti-Jewish 
riots> There is much uneasiness here 
and rioting" following the death of 
Premier Stolypin would cause no sui* 
prise, and the streets are being closely 
patrolled in anticipation of an attempt 
to massacre the Jews. 
Stolypin first came into prominence 
as the governor of Saratoff. -It was 
there in 1905 that the first attempt 
was made to kill him. 
Three shots 
were fired at him by a terrorist as­ 
sassin, but he was not hit. 
In May 
1906, the czar called him to St. Peters 
burg end made him minister of the 
interior in the Goremykin ministry. 
He only remained three months in this 
post, but that was long enough for 
him to be savagely assailed on the 
floor of the duma as a tyrant, a mur­ 
derer, a butcher, a monster of cruelty 
unparalleled in history. The fact was 
he came into office with the rising 
■wave of the revolutionary terrorism 
which deluged Russia with blood and 
filled it with ruin from Arkangel to the 
Crimea. 
He opposed terrorism to ter 
rorism. 
The police and soldiers had 
a free hand as respects repressive 
measures in the disturbed districts 
and where suspects were convicted of 
revolutionary 
or 
terrorist 
crimes 
wholesale executions were mercilessly 
carried out. 
So far from the duma attacks im­ 
peding the progress of the new-found 
statesman, it took only three months 
for the czar to conclude that his best 
hope was to place the entire empire 
in Stolypin’s hands. He became rrime 
minister in July, 1906, and despite an 
nual rumors of his impending down 
fall, 
he 
weathered 
every' 
political 
storm and remained at the time of his 
death more firmly* intrenched in office 
than ever before. 
It was just after his appointment as 
premier that the second attempt was 
made on his life. 
That was the occa­ 
sion when on Aug. 25,"1906, a bomb 
was thrown into his house at Apte 
karsky Island while a reception was in 
progress. 
Stolpin and twro daughters 
were wounded. 
Thirty persons were 
killed outright, including two of the 
four bomb throwers, and a score were 
more or less seriously wounded.
